Toronto Globe: > 

Sir George Perley, Canadian High 
Commissioner in London, is now in 
Ottawa, and when asked about trade 
prospects strongly advised Canadian 
merchants to buy every possible dol- 
lar’s worth of goods in Great Britain 
jrather than in the United States. This, 
he said, would have a double advant- 
ag» in that it would strengthen Em- 
pire relations and aleo offset the ex- 
change aituation. 

Sir George's advice fs sound, but 
unfortunately Canadian merchan‘s, 
Canadian municipalities, and even 
Canadian Governments are following 
the opposite course. Trade returns 
show a very large and constantly 
growing aggregate of imports from 
jthe United States in excess of exports | 
to that country.’As we do not'send to | 
the United Staies a quantity of goods

and we have to add that much more 
to the American invoices.

Just a few worde here as to the 
Growing of fruit trees. Select the pro- | 
per type of tree, that is, a small tree | 
with a compact system of roots, and 
train the tree to branch about one foot 
from the ground.:This wiil give the 
right type for our conditions, Select 
only hardy, well-tried varieties. Fruit 
trees do best on @ light soil of sandy 
texture, but to prove that they will 
do well on almost any soil we should 
mention that at the Manitoba Agreiul- 
tural College the goil js the very heavy 
alluvial soil of the Red River valley. 
To be assured of success, spring plant- 
ing only should be attempted, and ar- 
range the trees at a distance of sixteen 
to twenty feet apart each way, in ord- 


{er that sufficient room ig allowed for 


the proper development of trees and 
fruits. Some little pruning is neces- 
sary, but the tendency often is to 
overdo this, Pruning should be done 
to rethove any excess of new wood or 
any dead or diseased wood. With 
Plums, practically no pruning is neces- 
sary. Any pruning should be done in 
the epring before active growth com- 
mences, as little care is needed for 
the operation when carried out at this 
time. In the production of fruits, pro- 
tection is an important factor, The 
shelter that is go necessary for the 
house and garden can be uéed to g00d 
advantage in protecting the fruit trees, 
If there is no natural protection, sun- 
flowers make an excellent temporary 
break while the more permanent one 
is becoming established. 

In the orchard we find growing be- 
tween the rows of tree fruits, two or 
three rowg of bush fruits. For the 
first few years this makes an excel- 
lent arrangement but as tree and 
bush develop, more room jis necessary, | 
and Professor Brodrick is planning | 
the remove! of the smaller fruits in | 
order that the tree fruits will be able | 
to get al] the plant food necessary and | 
will thus not be retarded in growth. 

Good crops of raspberries and cur- 
rants have already been harvested, and | 
many individual bushes have produc- 
ed a very heavy yield, The variety of 
raspberry that gives the greatest 
promise is the Sunbeam. This ig an 
extremely vigorous kind and freezes 
back very little. The Herbert and Ot- 
to varieties are also proving of much 
value. In currants, the choice among 
the reds lies between the Red Dutch, 
Raby Castles, Stewarts and London 
Market; in the blacks, the Black 
Naples is good and the White Grape 
and White Dutch are the pale kinds. 
The Carrie variety of gooseberries is 
the outstanding kind tried and should 
prove successful if given ordinary at- 
tention. The best distance apart for 
rows of currants, gooséberries and 
raspberries is about six feet.

The buiiding is a three storey one 
and has accommodation for twenty- 
five patients, It also provides a board- 
ing school for forty children who 
come ere from all parts of the pro- 
vince and are carefully attended to, 
housed, fed and educated by the Sis- 
ters, The fee charged is $16.00 per 
month, 

Bes.des the boarding schoo! there is 
@ Separate school for day pupils from 
the town and district. Both scaools; 
}are in connection with the Depart- 
ment of Education, are subject to in- 
| spection by the officialg of the depart- 
|ment and receive the usual grant. 

The hospital ig in charge of Super- 
loress, Mother Polixene w.o: is assist- 
ed by nine ssters—four of whom are 
nurses, two teachers and three house- 
keepers, 
| The patients are of all creeds and 
Classes, rich and poor, no one being} 
refused admission. The fees charged | 
vary from $1.50 to $8.00 per day and 
any one unab‘e to pay is admitted free| 
of charge. Doctors McPherson and 
Allen are in daily attendance. Rev. 
Fr, Leconte assisted by Rev. Fr. Rob-

Castor is a thriving and prosperous 
town -n the centre of a large farm- 
ing district, It contains several fine 
departmentai stores, grovers, hard-| 
ware, dry goods, drug stores, FOCAL |
